were, to the people of the Jews, se- 
parated as a whole to Jehovah. The 
question that soon began to agitate 
the Church was this: Suppose a 
case (and there were many such) 
where a heathen wife is converted 
to God but her husband remains 
an unclean idolater, or vice versa; 
can the Christian partner remain 
in the marriage relationship with 
the unconverted spouse and not be 
defiled? To a Jew the very thought 
of such a condition was an of- 
fense. In the days of Ezra and Ne- 
hemiah certain of the returned 
remnant had taken wives of the 
surrounding mixed nations, and the 
result was confusion, “Their chil- 
dren spake half in the speech of 
Ashdod, and could not speak in the 
Jews’ language, but according to 
the language of each people” (Neh. 
13:24). This state of things was 
abhorrent to the godly leaders, who 
did not rest until all the strange 
wives had been put away, and with 
them the children, who were con- 
sidered likewise unclean, and a 
menace to the purity of Israel. 


With only the Old Testament in 
their hands, who could have won- 
dered at it if some zealous, well- 
meaning legalists from Jerusalem 
had gone like firebrands through 
the Gentile assemblies preaching a 
crusade dgainst all contamination 
of this kind, and breaking up 
households on every hand, counsel- 
ing converted husbands to cast out 
their heathen wives and disown

It was to prevent just such a 
state of affairs that the verses that 
follow those we have already con- 
sidered were penned by inspiration 
of the God of all grace. Concern- 
ing this anomalous state the Lord 
had not spoken, as the time had 
not come to do so. Therefore Paul 
writes: “But to the rest speak I, 
not the Lord: If any brother hath 
a wife that believeth not, and she 
be pleased to dwell with him, let 
him not put her away. And the 
woman which hath a husband that 
believeth not, and if he be pleased 
to dwell with her, let her not leave 
him, For the unbelieving husbend 
is sanctifted by the wife, and the 


house, when all responded to the

This, then, is, in brief, the teach- 
ing of Holy Scripture as to. rela- 
tive sanctification—a theme often 
overlooked or ignored, but of deep 
solemnity and importance to 
Christian members of families of 
whom some are still unsaved. 
“What knowest thou, O wife, 


‘whether thou shalt save thy hus- 


band? or how knowest thou, O 
man, whether thou shalt save thy 
wife?” Labor on; pray on; live 
Christ before the rest from day to 
day, knowing that through you 
God has sanctified them, and is 
waiting to save them when they 
see their need and trust His grace. 


I cannot pursue this theme more 
at length here, as to do so would 
divert attention from the main 
theme that is before us; but I 
trust that the most simple and un-

Dead to Sin, and Perfect Love 


What is it to be dead with 
Christ, dead to sin and to the rudi- 
ments of the world? Upon the an- 
swer to this question hangs the 
truth or error of the perfectionist 
system. 
commencing our inquiry I 
reader of what 
'we have already looked at (in 
chapter 2) as to the distinction be- 
| tween standing and state. Standing 
| has reference to what I am as view- 
|ed by God through the work of 
'His Son. State is my actual condi- 
ition of soul. “That I may be of 
| good comfort,” says Paul, “when I 
|know your state.” He speaks else- 
| where of “this grace wherein ye 
|stand.”” The two things are very 
different. 
| Death with Christ has to do with 
)my standing. “Reckon yourself 
| dead” refers to my state. It should 
|readily be apprehended that no one 
‘but the thieves on the cross ever 
died with Christ actually, and one 
of them was lost. Thomas on one 
occasion said, “Let us also go, that 
we may die with Him.” He refer- 
red to a literal death with Lazarus 
and with Christ, for whom to go 
into Judz#a seemed to the disciples 
to be imperiling His life. 

But Christ is now living in glory; 
and it is nineteen hundred years 
too late for any one to die with 


|Him, so far as experience is con-

The position of the | 
rest of the family is changed by | 
the conversion of one parent. That 
is no longer a heathen home in 
God’s sight, but a Christian one. 
That household no longer dwells 
in the darkness, but in the light. 
Do not misunderstand me here. I 
am not speaking of light and dark- 
ness as implying spiritual capacity 
or incapacity. I am referring to out- 
ward responsibility. 


In a heathen home all is dark- 
ness; there is no light shining what- 
ever. But let one parent of that 
family be converted to God; what 
then? At once a candlestick is set 
up in that house which, whether 
they will or no, enlightens every 
other member. They are put in a 
place of privilege and responsibility 
to which they have been strangers 
hitherto. And all this with no work 
of God, as yet, in their souls, but 
simply in view of such a work. For 
the conversion of that one parent 
was God's way of announcing His 
gracious desires for the whole fam- 
ily; even as in the jailer’s case He 
caused His servants to declare, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved, and thy 
house.” The last few words do not 
guarantee salvation to the house- 
hold, but they at once fix upon 
the jailer’s heart the fact that the 
same way is open for the salvation 
of his house as for himself, and 
that God would have him count 
upon Him for this. They were 
sanctified the moment he believed, 
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therefore, it could not be properly 
described as dying with Christ, but 
as Christ, or for Christ. To many 
it may seem needless to dwell up- 
on this; but no one would think 
so who is familiar with the misuse 


\of the expression in the holiness 


preaching and perfectionist litera- 
ture of the day. 

In these death is made to be 
experience. Believers are exhorted 
to die. They try to feel dead; and 
if in measure insensible to insult, 
deprivation, and praise or blame, 
they consider they have died with 
Christ; never realizing the illogical 
use of the language in question. 
When did Christ have to die to 
these things? When was He ever 
annoyed by blame or uplifted by 
praise? How then could stoical 
resignation be likened to death 
with Him? 

One verse of tremendous import 
puts the scriptural use of the term 
beyond all cavil: “In that He died, 
He died unto sin once” (Rom, 6: 
10y. If it be said that I have “died 
with Him,” it must be in His 
death, and to the same things to 
which He died. What then are we 
to learn from so solemn a state- 

t?

ance of social uplift but Jesus said 
nothing about child labor, slavery, 
pure food laws, and such like; yet 
social betterment has _ followed 
wherever His gospel has been 
preached. It is an absolute im- 
possibility to have a new world 
order with the “old world order 
humanity.” The only way our so- 
ciety can be finally purified and 
made right is by purifying the 
human heart and getting men 
right with God in their hearts. 
Christians need to take their 
stand hard and fast on national 
moral issues, to be sure. If the 
church people of America should 
Sand themselves together as a 
solid unit against the infamous 
liquor traffic, it could be driven 
from our shores. Too many who 
have their names on church rolls 
love to drink the stuff in their 
homes and in their social func- 
tions and haven't the courage to 
come out against it and stand up 
for God and the right. We will 
have red blood dripping from our 
hands because of our compromise 
with this sin and others that 
damn our people. Any born-again 
Christian ought to stand up for 
the right and fight for it if need 
be, but even this is not the first 


business of the church of Jesus 
Christ. 

Furthermore, the church’s main 
task is not merely to put on a 
prescribed denominational pro- 
gram. A program of service, reach- 
ing to the very ends of the earth, 
is important; but we might spend 
all our time organizing and pro- 
moting and projecting a big de- 
nominational program and miss 
the very thing Jesus wants us 
to do first. 

The main business of the church 
is whatever the main business 
of Jesus Christ was. The head of 
the church is Jesus Christ and we 
must take our orders from Him in 
spite of men or devils. 

Why did Jesus come to this 
earth? Was it to show mankind 

hat God was like? Was it to 
teach the people about the King- 
dom of God? Was it to heal the 
sick, give sight to the blind, hear- 
ing to the deaf, and life to the 
dead? All of these things He did, 
but none of those, according to 
His own admission, was His main 
purpose for coming. Was it to 
show mercy and love and sacri- 
fice in death on the cross? This 
He did, but His ‘death was for 
one central purpose. He died that

Bob Jones 
University 
Conference on 
Americanism 


GREENVILLE, S. C. .... At 
the close of the Bob Jones Uni- 
versity Conference on American- 
ism, which was held December 
11-14 and brought to the campus 
outstanding leaders from differ- 
ent phases of American life, Dr. 
Bob Jones, Jr., president of the 
university, pointed out the unan- 
imity of opinion among the speak- 
ers that America is able to do 
what needs to be done if Amer- 
ica is not hampered by decay 
of moral integrity and by too 
much government control. He 
pointed out the fairness of the 
speakers who kept the conference 
non-political and constructive, and 
spoke of their references to the 
great past America has, the great 
freedoms Americans possess, and 
the great dangers that face the 
nation—dangers of moral decay 
and deterioration of 
power. 

“The answer,” he said, “is a 
revival of the old time religion. 
Basically our problem is one of 
truth and righteousness. Without 
the knowledge of the truth of 
what is going on, the American 
people cannot know how to re- 
act. The American people must 
know the truth and have the 
courage to face the challenge of 
Truth.” To the university stu- 
dents, Dr. Jones said, “Remem- 
ber, the greatest thing you can 
do for your country is to be a 
good Christian. A man cannot be 
a good Christian and a poor 
American. As so many of these 
speakers have pointed out, the 
basis of our liberties is faith in 
Christ, for ‘If the Son therefore 
shall make you free, ye shall be 
free indeed.’ ”’

Bryson, of South Carolina; Sena- 
tor Clyde R. Hoey, of North 
Carolina; Mr. Edward McCormick,

year than any church in this 
district?’’ All of that is so, but 
let us take an honest look at our 
sbul-winning activities. It is true 
we won one hundred last year 
on profession of faith, but add 
the number on the. official board, 
the Sunday Schaol teachers and 
workers, the Womens’ Miuission- 
ary Society, and the young peo- 
ples’ organizations together and 
you get over three hundred. Three 
hundred people who have some 
place of leadership in our church. 
That means that three hundred 
won one hundred in twelve months 
time. If each one had won only 
one over the twelve months’ pe- 
riod, we would have baptized 
three hundred instead of one hun- 
dred. If each member of our 
church had won one, we would 
have around one thousand new 
converts in our church. The plain 
facts are that we are not win- 
ning lost people; the official 
board is not winning them; the 
Sunday school teachers and work- 
ers, the ladies’ societies, the young 
peoples’ organizations are not win- 
ning lost people to Jesus Christ. 
Yet the cry is heard over our 
city, “No man careth for my soul.” 


II. Why Are We Not Winning 
the Lost? 


There must be some reasons 
why we are not winning lost peo- 
ple to Jesus Christ. 

1. Too many church people no 
longer believe that men are ac- 
tually lost and on their road to 
ruin and will spend eternity in 
Hell. We have been influenced by 
false teachings and we have be- 
come paralyzed to the Bible 
truths about the awful doom of 
all who do not have Christ as 
Saviour. Many echo the philos- 
ophy of darkness by declaring 
that we serve a God of love that 
won't let any of His creatures 
go to Hell for eternity. A lot of 
church people are being led to 
believe that everybody will final- 
ly make it through, so why worry 
about them. They have forgotten 
that God says, “Be sure your 
sins will find you out” (Num. 
32:23). “The wages of sin is 
death” (Rom. 6:23). ‘The soul 
that sinneth, it shal] die” (Ezek. 
18:4). “Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God” (John 3:3). “He that be- 
lieveth not shall be damned” 
(Mark 16:16). 

We do not believe what God 
says. We are content to be at 
ease in Zion while our friends 
and loved ones live in sin, with- 
out God and hope, on their way 
to awful eternal ruin. 


Several years ago some minis- 
terial students from a seminary 
were riding the train back to 
school: on Monday morning from 
their week-end preaching engage- 
ments. They were discussing their 
services of the day before and 
giving voice to some of their 
church problems. A stranger sit- 
ting nearby interrupted them and 
asked if they were ministers. They 
assured him they were. Then he 
said, “Do you fellows actually be- 
lieve that stuff that is printed in 
your Bibles about God sending 
His Son to die for sinful man, 
and that those who do not ac- 
cept Him will spend eternity in 
a burning Hell?” 

Quickly they replied, ‘““Why cer- 
tainly we believe the truths of 
this Book and we believe just 
exactly what you have asked.” 

The stranger looked them 
straight in the face and said, “I 
don't believe a word of it. I’m 
an atheist. I take no stock in 
your Bible or your God, but if 
I did believe what you men say 
you believe, I would tell every 
man in this nation to flee from 
the wrath to come if I had to 
crawl on my knees to get to 
them.” ° 

What a dreadful admonition 
that atheist gave those boys that 
day, and how it ought to shake 
us and wake us up to the fact 
that we must win souls to Christ 
and do it now! 

2. Many of our church people 
do not know that they are won 
themselves. I have been astonish- 
ed at the large number of church 
people who have been converted 
in the revivals I have preached 
in. I well remember speaking in 
a revival in a large rural church 


in central Mississippi several years 
ago. We were having large crowds 
both morning and night and the 
interest was increasing from ser- 
vice to service. Toward the lat- 
ter part of the week we went 
home with an elderly man for

called for Adam, “Where art 
thou?” So in the midst of all the 
wickedness of the world before 
the flood when God saw that the 
wickedness of man was so great 
in the earth that “every imagina- 
tion of the thoughts of his heart 
was only evil continually,” still 
God's Spirit warned men, pleaded 
with men and knocked at the door 
of every heart among those vio- 
Jent. licentious, rebellious men! 


Oh, today God’s Spirit calls ev- 
ery sinner! Not a man ever dies 
unconverted and goes forever to 
the place of torment but that first 
he was warned, he was pleaded 
with, he was intreated to turn to 
God! How tenderly the blessed 
Spirit of God strives with wicked 
sinners. 


And let us remember that peo- 
ple are not saved by preaching 
of itself. They are only saved by 
such preaching as that which has 
upon it the breath of God, the 
moving of the Holy Spirit. Re- 
member that people are not saved 
even by the Bible, by the Scrip- 
tures alone. The Word of God can 
only be the instrument of men’s 
salvation as the Spirit’ of God 
takes it to their hearts. How 
fruitless, how powerless, is all the 
preaching, all the _ testimony, 
which is not really the moving, 
the pleading, the warning and the 
invitation of the Spirit of God 
Himself! Men are saved because 
they are called by the Holy Spirit 
of God. It is not the letter of the 


Word that saves. Many preachers 


who quote Scripture are utterly 
powerless. The Word of God is 
“the sword of the Spirit,” and if 
the Spirit does not wield His own 
sword it does not cut! But the 
Spirit of God seeks lost men, con- 
victs lost men, warns lost men 
and strives with lost men that 
they may be saved. 


How merciful it wouid be of 
God if lost men could seek Him 
and find Him, a passive God who 
would submit to a seeking man’s 
pleadings to be saved. And how in- 
finitely multiplied is the mercy of 
a God who seeks men, runs after 
men and strives with them that 
they may be saved. 


Men insult God, men blaspheme 
His holy name, and yet His Spirit 
strives with sinners! Men go on in 
drunkenness and _licentiousness 
and every form of degrading sin, 
and yet the Holy Spirit pleads 
with them. Men may even deny 
the fact of God, may spit on Ilis 
holy Word, may loudly proclaim 
that they are agnostics or athe- 
ists; and yet God’s Holy Spirit 
calls them and loves them and 
woos them! Men may be long con- 
victed, and may fight against God 
for years; but the Holy Spirit of 
God so often continues to warn 
and convict and call.

But that 
night he found no sleep, and the 
next morning, a humble but re- 
joicing believer in Christ, he sat 
on the same church steps waiting 
for the janitor to open the door 
for a sunrise prayer meeting!

IV. Sudden Destruction May 
Come When God’s Spirit 
Withdraws 


God’s Holy Spirit warns the sin- 
ner, pleads with the sinner, strives 
again and again with the Christ- 
rejecting simmer, Then at long last 
God’s patience wears out. That 
may mean that a sinner commits 
the unpardonable sin, as we have 
said, in such an attitude toward 
the wooing of the Spirit that he 
can never be convicted, that he 
never will want to repent, that he 
never will be saved. No one can 
be saved without the work of the 
Spirit of God on his heart. 

But often God’s wrath is ex- 
pressed in sudden destruction, not 
in simply allowing a poor lost sin- 
ner to go on without the Spirit’s 
pleading, already condemned and 
lost. Often God sends terrible and 
sudden death, when His patience is 
worn out, when His Holy Spirit 
will no longer be insulted or ig- 
nored and ceases to call men and 
reprove them. 

That is clearly what happened to 
the hosts of people who went on 
in their wild and sinful way, ignor- 
ing the call of the Spirit of God 
before the flood, In their case, when 
God’s patience wore out after long, 
long years of pleading, God’s Spirit 
ceased to strive, then came. the 
flood. A brief calculation based on 
the fifth chapter of Genesis will 
show that in the 1700 years or so 
from the birth of Seth until the 
flood, with men and women nor- 
mally living hundreds of years to 


ed, after great conviction, after re- 
jecting earnest pleading of men, 
after turning aside from the deep 
conviction wrought in the heart by 
the Holy Spirit, be suddenly struck 
down! | 

I was a teen-age lad in West 
Texas, when on a Saturday night 
in revival services I felt led to 
speak to a boy friend, older than 
I, at the close of a revival sermon. 
It was in the Baptist church in the 
little West Texas town of Dundee. 
I said, “Roy, this is the time for 
you to go. God has spoken to your 
heart, and if you will come to 
Christ friends of yours will prob- 
ably come too. Won’t you come?” 

But Roy said, “That may be so, 
but neve:theless, I am not going, 
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I am not ready yet, I am not go- 
ing.” 

Further pleading proved useless 
and I left him. 


One week went by, and on the 
next Saturday afternoon he was in 
town driving a colt to a breaking 
cart, When someone, in the rough 
cowboy idea of fun, sailed his Stet- 
son hat at the young horse, he 
bolted, jerking my friend from the 
cart. He arose, dusted off himself, 
and laughed with the rest. Someone 
caught the wild colt and soon the 
young man was driving home, ap- 
parently unhurt, His father and 
brothers came along later and 
found him unconscious, on the 
country road. The fall from the 
cart had injured him. I suppose a 
blood-clot had formed on the brain. 
He was unconscious until, the next 
day, when he died. How little did 
either of us suspect when I pleaded 
with him that Saturday night, that 
within less than a week he would 
have his last conscious moment on 
earth, and in a few hours more he 
would be dead! His Christian fath- 
er had often spoken to his son, and 
in my presence had often asked 
prayer for him. Many others had 
spoken to the lad, “He, that being 
often reproved hardeneth his neck, 
shall suddenly be destroyed.” God's 
Spirit does not always continue to 
strive! Sometimes, when God's pa- 
tience wears out, there comes sud- 
den destruction. 


How many men are now dead 
and in Hell who have heard me 
preach the gospel! In a number of 
cases, unsaved men, after they re- 
jected the gospel and resisted the 
Holy Spirit who convicted them of 
sin and urged them to accept the 
Saviour, as I preached the gospel 
to them, died suddenly within a 
few hours. Elsewhere I have told 
how in Waxahachie, Texas, a 
garage man heard me preach one 
evening, was deeply concerned but 
turned down the Saviour, and the 
next evening he was suddenly killed 
¢n an accident. I have told else- 
where how in the same city and 
the following night a man who, two 
nights before had attended the 
services, had heard me preach the 
gospel in a stern message of warn- 
ing, was shot through the heart by

an unknown assailant. His wife and 
daughters had heard me predict 
that someone would go out to meet 
God suddenly within twenty-four 
hours, The wife called me to preach 
his funeral sermon. I have told 
often of how a young man heard 
me preach one night in Roosevelt, 
Oklahoma, was warned with tears 
by his mother at the luncheon table 
the next day at noon, and at about 
1:40 p.m. was killed by a train. 
Elsewhere I have told how a young 
Indian at Kaw, Oklahoma, was in- 
vited to hear me preach, but 
iaughed the matter off, and that 
night lay drunk on the railroad 
track and was cut in two by a 
train. “My spirit shall not always 
strive with man,” says the Lord. 
And the stern warning is that “He, 
that being often reproved harden- 
eth his neck, shall suddenly be de- 
stroyed, and that without remedy.” 


If you do not like that kind of 
preaching. then you do not like the 
Bible. No doubt the people in 
Woah’s day did not like it. They 
may have thought, “I do not like 
deathbed tales in the pulpit.” No 
doubt they said, “You can't scare 
us. We do not believe in that kind 
of preaching. Why don’t you 
preach the love of God?” Well, the 
love of God is a great fact, but the 
wrath of God is a fact, too, God's 
patience, His long-suffering, His 
infinite mercy, ought to be pro- 
claimed, and then we ought to pro- 
claim that God’s Spirit will not 
always strive with man. We ought 
to preach that the man who, being 
often reproved hardens his neck, 
shall suddenly be destroyed with 
irremediable destruction! 

My evangelist brother, William 
H. Rice, had revival services in 
the north woods of Michigan, and 
many, by God's grace, were saved. 
I have before me my brother’s let- 
ter telling an incident of sudden 
destruction of one who had been 
often reproved and hardened his 
heart. He said: 

“One incident occurred, John, 
that stirred the entire community 
and which none of us will forget 
very soon. A family named F— 
lived near the church. Mrs. F— 
and their grown son were saved, 
but Mr. F—was not. Several had 
tried to talk to him but he would 
not listen. He had one of. the finest 
farms in the county and had no 
time for Christ. He was rather bit- 
ter about it, One Saturday, Pastor 
Clare Dafoe tried to deal with him. 
He climbed into the haymow where 
he was storing hay and helped him 
with his work. When they were 
finished and started to go down, 
Mr. Dafoe, who is a real soul-win- 
ner, began talking with him about 
the Lord. The man sat on the floor 
with his legs dangling through the 
opening of the door and told Clare 
he very definitely had no time for 
Christ. The next Monday 
morning Mr. F—was again work- 
ing in the haymow when he slipped 
and fell to the ground below, land- 
ing on the right side of his face. 
He died in a few hours and was 
buried the following Thursday. 

“The news spread like a forest 
fire and made many think serious- 
ly about the foolishness of reject- 
ing Christ. Four were saved that 
Monday night when I spoke on the 
text, ‘It is appointed unto men once 
to die.’ Others were saved during 
the meetings as a direct result of 
Mr. F—’s death.” 


I also have before me a sermon 
by Sam Jones, a famous evange- 
list of a past generation, on the 
text, “He, that being often reprov- 
ed hardeneth his neck, shall sud- 
denly be destroyed, and that with- 
out remedy.” This Southern evan- 
gelist told of case after case where 
men, who had been often warned 
of their sin and urged to repent and 
turn to the Saviour, had died sud- 
denly. 

Oh, if some sinner reads this 
who has been moved of the Spirit 
of God to turn and be saved, I 
beg you, trust the Saviour today. 
Run to His open arms of mercy! 
Before the Holy Spirit leaves you, 
before God’s Spirit ceases to strive, 
before God’s patience wears out, 
I beg you, turn to the Lord and 
be saved! For those who repent, 
there is mercy and pardon and life 
everlasting. As soon as you are 
willing to turn your heart away 
from your sin to trust in the Lord 
Jesus Christ, He is ready to give 
you everlasting life. 

God’s Spirit may not call to-

morrow. Isaiah 55:6, 7 says, “Seek 
ye the Lord while he may be found, 
call ye upon him while he is near: 
Let the wicked forsake his way, 
and the unrighteous man his 
thoughts: and let him return unto 
the Lord, and he will have mercy 
upon him; and to our God, for he 
will abundantly pardon.” 

Oh, if the millions who died in 
the flood could only hear that 
sweet invitation! But they would 
not heed the Spirit when He called, 
when He pleaded, when He strove 
with them. And then He was taken 
away. God's Spirit will not always 
strive with men. But He is striv- 
ing with you today. You are con- 
scious of your guilt. You know you 
must one day meet God, whether 
prepared or not prepared. Will you 
take advantage of your opportun- 
ity, repent of your sins, trust Christ 
to save you today, before God's 
patience wears out? 

Decide Today for Christ 

If you are a poor, unsaved sin- 
ner, and if you know that God to- 
day is calling on you to repent of 
your sins and be saved, by all 
means do it now! Will you tell the 
Lord Jesus this moment, in your 
heart, that you want His forgive- 
ness, that you will here and now 
trust Him and take Him as your 
own Saviour? Perhaps you will 
kneel down there in your room, or 
go to a secret place and once for 
all give yourself to the Lord Jesus, 
lay down your rebellion, accept the 
offer of mercy so sweetly brought 
by the Holy Spirit. And when you 
put your trust in the dear Saviour, 
salvation is yours! If you will do 
that today, then write me a letter 
like the following, or write in your 
own words, Go on record today! 
How glad I will be to receive your 
decision, and will send you a per- 
sonal letter of counsel and instruc- 
tion and rejoicing. Settle it and 
sign it and mail it today!

duce for the church and sold it 
and paid our church out even in 
the depression. I’ve done the best 
I know to do, but I just don't 
know anything about what you 
are preaching about if it’s any- 
more than what I’ve been doing.” 


I answered quickly, “I appreci- 
ate your loyalty to the church but 
you can be loyal to a church all 
your life and still not be gen- 
uinely saved. That’s why we are 
here in this revival; to get peo- 
ple really saved. Why don’t you 
come to the altar tonight and 
accept Christ as your personal 
Saviour?” He assured us that he 
would. 


When I made my call that 
night, he was the first to come 
weeping down the aisle. He fell 
on his knees at the altar and ac- 
cepted Jesus Christ as his per- 
sonal Saviour. He jumped up and 
gave me a bear hug and gave 
one of the brightest testimonies 
I have ever heard. He had found 
Christ as his very own. He was 
saved and knew it. He went out 
to win others because he was 
won himself.

3. Many of us have lost out 
in our prayer life and we no long- 
er pray our loved ones through 
to God and His saving power. 
Prayer has become a burden; it 
is dry and cold. No longer do we 
tarry with tear-stained cheeks in 
the secret place and plead with 
God to send mighty conviction 
upon the lost. We do not have 
strong enough faith to believe that 
God can and will do what we 
ask of Him. We need the fires 
kindled again in our own hearts 
until we have faith that is strong 
enough to obtain, and prayer that 
is earnest enough to receive. 


4.-We do not have soul-winning 
power. Jesus said to His disci- 
ples, “Ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, 
and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of 
the earth” (Acts 1:8). Peter de- 
clared on that great day of Pente- 
cost, “For the promise is unto you, 
and to your children, and to all 
that are afar off, even as many 
as the Lord our God shall call’ 
(Acts 2:39). 


Just as the disciples received 
the Holy Ghost in power, so must 
we today receive His power if 
we are to be effective witnesses 
for Him. He waits to pour out 
a mighty Pentecost upon us to- 
day. Just as Jerusalem was shak- 
en and hhundreds cried out, “What 
Shall we do?” so can our cities 
be shaken for God today when 
the church tarries-in the upper 
room until the power comes. A 
mighty baptism of fire will purge 
us of our worldliness, burn out the 
indifference, consume the petty 
divisions and jealousies, and bring 
a mighty wave of power and glory 
from Heaven. 

It is high time we tarry until 
He comes in marvelous power! 
The people of the world are dy- 
ing without Christ every hour of 
the day all about us. We must 


win them. If we will tarry until 


He comes in glorious power, the 


cry will not be heard in our midst, 
“‘No man cared for my soul.”
